the proposal, basing his remarks 
on the lack of parking facilities. 
There currently is a_ two-stall 
garage on the lot, for the use of 
the three family units. The Board 
also agreed that the house itself 
is large, but is on the small lot. 
Refuses Store Appeal 


The Board also turned down a| 


request that John W. Cogger be 
allowed to operate a small store at 
Foster’s Pond for the use of 
people at the Pond. 

Cogger had asked permission to 
run the store, using a small build- 
ing on his property that has 150- 
foot frontage on the Pond. 

The decision against this pro- 
posal was based on a lack of 
legal right to allow the request, 
rather than on anything specific 
about the store, 

The decision noted that the 


| area is single residence under the 


zoning by-law, and that the use of 
the area conforms to this zoning. 

The suggested use of the pro- 
perty appears to be ‘‘reasonable 
and certainly not harmful’’, the 
decision stated. 

The written opinion stated, 
however: 

‘“‘The Board believes that it 
must be careful to protect the use 
of property as provided for in the 
Andover Zoning By-Laws. The 
extent or degree to which a busi- 
ness is to be conducted on pro- 
perty zoned for residential use is 
immaterial under existing by-laws. 
The result, however, may many 
times appear harsh and lacking in 
reason. The Board simply feels 
that it does not have authority to 
grant the variance requested by 
the petitioner.’’ 

Allows Conversion 

In a third decision, “the Board 
has approved Justin B, Curry’s re- 
juest to make two apartments in a 
house at 96 Chestnut st. The 
apartments would be on the first 
and second floors, and the only 
addition to the house will provide 
cover for a stairway to the second 
floor. The decision found that many 
houses in the section are two- 
family and ruled that there would 
be nothing detrimental if the re-

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS | 


Law Is Sometimes Harsh 


The comment contained in a Board of Appeals decision 
reported this week, relative to the Board’s function, is a 


forthright declaration of that body’s position. 
It exists to give relief, but it also must follow the law, 


| even when this course of action defies logic. Thus, for 
example, Board members agreed first that there was 


nothing injurious about having a store at Foster's Pond. 


And then they agreed that, as long as the zoning by-law 


does not allow this type of activity in a single residence 


zone, the Board was powerless to act. 
To some, the members noted, this is harsh treatment. 


But it is essential, we agree, if the zoning by-law is to 


mean anything at all. The Board has broad powers to grant 
relief, and frequently has allowed variances when a sub- 
stantial hardship would be created by refusing the re- 
quests. 

But to allow a variance in direct violation of the zoning 
by-law — even though the variance may make complete 
sense — would break down the zoning by-laws themselves. 
Everyone would want a variance, in violation of the zoning 
requirements, based on this precedent. 

Members of the Board of Appeals have a tough job — for 
it certainly is less than pleasant to refuse a request that 
appears logical, thus hurting the applicant and his friends. 
But we agree that it is essential to uphold the law, as 
adopted by the town, even if this is unpleasant. 


Cooperation Is Certainly Needed 


The joint meeting Monday night to discuss school 
growth problems got nowhere. 

The Selectmen, School Committee, Finance Committee 
and Planning Board exchanged promises of cooperation, 
and mutually agreed that a housing need would exist. 

But that’s all that happened. 

The School Committee has a special committee of lay- 
men working on a study of school growth, with a report 
expected in October. To proceed without that group’s re- 
commendations would be foolish, the members felt. So the 
joint session heard some enrollment statistics, agreed to 
cooperate when the need arises, then went their separate 
ways. 

It’s fine to have cooperation, and we trust the promises 
of it will bear fruit when the studies are in and the re- 
quirements are known. There has been a lot of disagree- 
ment about school building needs and construction here, 
during the past few years, Less arguing and more coopera- 


tive effort would certainly have been more effective in the 


. past, and is desirable for the future. 
So even if nothing else was accomplished Monday night, 
at least the various Boards agreed to cooperate — and 


this, when carried out later, will be desirable and should 

help the town to get better schools, as inexpensively as

New AVIS Land 
Good For Camping 


The Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society has announced the 
acquisition of four acres of land 
on the banks of the Shawsheen 
River. This land, the gift of Mr. 
and Mrs. George K. Sanborn of 
Hidden Field, is on the east side 
of the river near the Andover-North 
Wilmington line. It consists of a 
grove of large white pines over- 
looking the river, a marsh, and 
what was formerly a commercial 
cranberry bog. 

This variety of terrain provides 
an unusual variety of wildlife. An 
abundance of wild flowers and 
birds are found there during the 
spring and summer months. Hawks, 
ospreys, herons, kingfishers, bit- 
terns, wood duck, black duck, 
tanazers, orioles, swamp sparrows, 
red-wing blackbirds, and warblers 
(including the rare pine warbler) 
nest there or nearby. Located 
close to the new highway, this 
tract of land is now an ‘‘oasis”’ 
for many of those birds whose 
breeding sites were destroyed by 
the highway building program, 

As with all property owned by 
the A.V.I.S., this land will be pre- 
served for the enjoyment and rec- 
reation of the townspeople. In 
addition to its interest as a wild- 
life area, a year-around, safe 
spring and easy access by canoe 
make the land particularly suitable 
for camping. 

The trustees of the A.V.I.S. 
hope that this land will become 
just the first of many recreational 
and wild-life areas established by 
the society along the banks of the 
Shawsheen River. They feel that 
such a ‘‘zreen belt’’ through the 
heart of Andover would be of great 
benefit to the town in the years of 
zrowth ahead,
